Canadians, 


U.S. Push 
Plane Swap 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Canadian Press said Sunday the 
United States and Canada would 
sign an agreement within 48 hours 
to exchange $320 million worth of 
military planes. 

The deal is “the biggest of its 


kind in peacetime,’’ the Canadian 
Press said. 


A spokesman for the U.S. De- 
partment. of Defense confirmed 
that the two countries have been 
negotiating such a deal but he 
said the prediction of an agree- 
ent in 48 hours was speculation. 
And the State department, also 
confirming the discussions, said 
no agreement had been concluded. 


AGREEMENT CITED 


The Canadian Press said the 
agreement included these provi- 
sions. 


1. Canada acquires 66 Ameri- 
can-made F101 Voodoo jet fight- 
ers. 


2. The United States places or- 
ders for Canada to produce 200 
F104G Starfighter jets. These will 
be shipped to 10 North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization allies of the 
United States and Canada. 


$. As part of her share of the 
payment in the exchange, Canada 
would take over the operation of 
the Pine Tree radar line which, 
runs across Canada just above! 
the U.S. border. « 


CANADA DOES BEST 


The financial arrangements of 
the deal also are complicated. In 
all exchanges, the United States 
will’ pay 75 per cent of the total 
costs. This means that although 
Canada will receive 66 Voodoo jet 
fighters, it will pay only 25 per 
cent of their total cost of $120 
million. In placing the orders for 
the 200 Starfighters for NATO, the 
United States will pay 75 per cent 
of the total cost of $200 million. 


In all, then, the United States’ 
share of the deal is $240 million 
while Canada puts up $80 million, 
most of it by manning the radar 
line.

Rusk Rejects 
Russia’s Bid

Secretary of State Dean Rusk said in Washington 
Sunday night the Soviet memorandum on Berlin and 


Germany is unacceptable. 


Rusk said the United States 
would reply to the Soviet mem- 
orandum in writing after thor- 
ough consultation with its Allies 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 


The secretary made the state- 
ment at Washington National Air- 
port when he talked with report- 
ers prior to the arrival of Italian 
Prime Minister Amintore Fanfani. 
EVIDENT ON FACE 


Asked whether he considered 
the Russian memorandum unac- 
ceptable, Rusk said, ‘That is 
evident on its face.’’ 


Earlier Sunday, it was revealed 
in Bonn, Germany, that Rusk had 
told NATO that the United States 
cannot accept the Soviet Union’s 
memorandum on Germany and 
Berlin as a basis for new negotia- 
tions on these -issues. 


Rusk outlined the Kennedy ad- 
ministration’s position to the 
Western Allies in Paris last Mon- 
day when he reported on Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy’s Vienna 
meeting with Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev. 


ADENAUER BACKS RUSK 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
supported Rusk’s rejection of the 
Soviet proposal by declaring Sun- 
day that West Germany would 
never approve a separate peace 
treaty between the Soviet Union 
and Communist East Germany. 


The Chancellor also ruled out 
negotiations between West Ger- 
many and East Germany, as pro- 
posed by the Soviet Union. The 
Russians suggested that six 
months would be sufficient for 
the two Germanys to decide 
“questions of their interior com- 


petence.”’ 
BRANDT HITS IT 


“‘We demand self-determination 
and freedom for all Germany,” 
Adenauer *declared Sunday at a 
rally in Hanover. Approximately 
300,000 Germans who were ex- 
pelled from Silesia—now part of 
Poland—after World War II at- 
tended the rally. 


In supporting Adenauer's stand 
against negotiations with East 
Germany, Mayor Willy Brandt of 
West Berlin described the Com- 
munist regime as ‘‘one supported

CUMMING—Investigators were sifting through the 
smouldering ruins of three stores and a skating rink 
Sunday in an effort to determine the cause of this city’s 
worst fire in more than 40 years. 


The fire broke out shortly be- 
fore midnight and burned for 
nearly three hours. The flames 
destroyed three two-story brick 
stores and a circus-tent skating 
rink. 


More than 50 firemen battled 
the blaze until 2:30 a.m: Sunday. 


Fire Chief J. G. Davenport said 
it was the biggest fire on record 
here in 41 years. 


In June of 1920 this same group 
of stores was destroyed by fire. 


Chief Davenport said the fire 
appeared to have started in the 
rear of—Martin’s Grocery Store 
and spread to Gordon Brothers 
Department Store and Roper 
Hardware Company. All three 
firms were destroyed. 


Cause of the blaze has not been 
determined. Sparks from the high- 
shooting flames drifted across the

9,000 Get 
Junta Ax 
In Korea 


SEOUL (UPI) — South Korea’s 
military junta Sunday promised 
‘swift and severe punishment” 
for corrupt government officials 
and businessmen and fired 9,000 
government workers as ‘draft 
dodgers.” 


The threat of punishment for 
corruption came in a white paper 
issued by the junta demanding 
speedy disposal of all cases in- 
volving illegal profiteering and 
others harming development of 
Korea’s economy. 


The white paper, which  casti- 
gated the two previous regimes of 
Premiers John M. Chang and 
Syngman Rhee, came on the heels 
of sweeping decrees announced by 
the 32-man junta Saturday. The 
military rulers took over the gov- 
ernment from Chang after an al- 
most bloodless coup d’etat May 
15. 


Earlier, they announced that a 
national front organization to 
align this nation’s 32 million Ko- 
reans behind the new regime will 
be started at the grass roots level. 
The Junta’s intelligence arm was 
given broad powers to investigate 
all crimes ‘against national se- 
curity.”’ 


The junta also announced that 
more than 9,000 government of- 
ficials would be fired as ‘‘draft 
dodgers.” Brig. Gen. Kim Byung 
Sam delcared that all male Ko- 
reans born after 1929 who had not 
served in the armed forces would 
be dismissed to insure that “all 
civil servants take the lead for the 
general public in fulfilling obliga- 


tions.”’

Adlai Stevenson was brought face to 
face with the very real and tough prob- 
lems facing the United States in Latin 
America last Friday. 


_ In Uruguay, where a student demon- 

stration exploded into violence during 
President Eisenhower’s visit there last 
year, supporters of Cuban Prime Min- 
ster—Fidel-Castro_called a mass meeting 
to protest U.S. policy and to “repudiate 
the Stevenson mission.” The incident 
sharply reminded us again that revolu- 
tionary forces are on the move in Latin 
America and that these forces must be 
guided by the United States and the West 
or they will be captured by Castro’s 
brand of communism. 


Most governments in Latin America 
are friendly to the United States. But the 
hard core of Castroism has been gaining 
converts. America’s message is not yet 
reaching the people, largely because of 
past mistakes and our support of govern- 
ments which did not have support of the 
people. 

The Kennedy administration’s “Alli- 
ance for Progress” proposal recognizes our 
failures and offers the only possible alter- 
native to repetition of them. The program 
allies itself to reform, to promotion of so- 
cial and economic justice for the masses of 
common people. It offers a new direction 
for foreign aid, not only in Latin America 
but is incorporated into the administra- 
tion’s major projosals for all underde- 
veloped countries. 


Congress is now debating these aid 
programs.

Atlanta—Your reprint on June 
5 of an article from the New York 
Times emphasizing the danger to 
the foreign aid bill from critical 
statements of public officials 
should be of much interest to 
Georgians.

Keeping time may add years to your life. 

At least that’s what a recently retired state ac- 
countant thinks. Having retired because of high blood 
pressure, W. C. Leake of 1222 Virginia Ave., NE, has 
found that working on his huge clock collection has

Leake has between 130 and 140 
clocks at present, ranging in size 
from a 6%-foot German grand- 
father clock to a baby cuckoo 
and tiny desk clocks, with numer- 
ous shelf, mantel, and wall clocks 
in between.

“T didn’t think it was any good, 
so I didn’t think it would hurt 
anything if I tore it up to see how 
it worked and what was wrong 
with it.” 

Leake has no special training or 
experience with clocks, but that 
first clock was the beginning of 
an absorbing hobby that has 
brought him increasing skill. 

He has learned to repair his 
clocks by experiment and experi- 
ence, querying people when he 
came to something he could not 
work out for himself. Now he 
can “fix just about anything 
that’s wrong with a clock.” 


Recently his niece had a clock 
that was given her grandmother 
as a wedding present and which 
had not run in years. A jeweler 
told her a missing part could not 
be replaced, but Leake got it 
back in working order. 


He sometimes has to make 
parts for his old clocks. Not long 
ago he made some wooden cogs 
for a clock with wooden works 
which had missing parts. It is 
now keeping good time again. 
ON LOOKOUT 

“Tt’s a right interesting hobby,” 
Leake says. “It has got so I can’t 
wait till I can get into a new 
clock.”” He is rarely away from 
an addition to his collection un- 
til he finds what is wrong with it 
and repairs it. 

When he gets a clock he im- 
mediately tears the works out 
and gets it in good working 
order before he begins work on 
the case. 


“They are about to run me out 
of the house,” he claims. When 
the couple who were renting his 
terrace apartment moved out, he 
moved in his clocks. He keeps 
more than 100 down there. His 
workshop is also in the basement.

Bellink’s passengers were equal 
to the crisis. They followed the 
hostess’ instructions for a crash 
landing at sea, and some of them 
began singing, ‘“‘Row, Row Your 
Boat” when they were told they 
might have to ditch in the Atlan- 
tic. 

Stewardess Maria Corbee said 
all aboard maintained outward 
calm and followed ditching in- 
structions to the letter. 


They took off their shoes, re- 
moved their eyeglasses, donned 
life jackets and crouched forward 
in their safety harnesses while 
the big aircraft slewed and whip- 
lashed its way down to uncom- 
fortable closeness to the white- 
caps below. 


For 40 minutes they flew like 
that. 


“T still had my breakfast in my 
lap,”” said James McKiffock, 54, 
of New London, Conn. “Sudden- 
ly the dishes went all over the 
place. I was worried in case of 
fire. I'd seen oil leaking on the 
wings earlier. Then suddenly 
there was a ball of fire. It was 
the engine breaking off and fall- 
ing.”’ 

In response to Bellink’s May 
Day radio distress call, a US. 
Air Force Albatross amphibian

plane and a Royal Air’ Force 
shackleton sped out from Prest- 
wick and a rescue lifeboat put. to 
sea in case the plane was forced 
to “ditch’’ in the ocean. The Al- 
batross escorted the plane into 
Prestwick. 


Meanwhile, the outer port en- 
gine began vibrating and shaking 
the entire plane. 


All eyes were glued on the 
left wing. A blaze of flame and 
then the engine tore loose, nar- 
rowly missing the tail assembly 
as it fell.

At 1,000 feet he leveled 
off safely. 


“There was never any panic,” 
said Stephen Keller, 24, of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y. “It ‘only took 40 min- 
utes although it seemed an awful 
lot longer.”’

This new hope for Mead—a cor- 
poration with 39 operations in 16 
states—will come from the $4.5 
million research center dedicated 
here last week in the shadow of 
the company’s huge Chillicothe 


ducer of fine paper in the world. 


At the center 100 scientists, 
backed by 100 technicians, are al- 
ready at work with all the ex- 
pensive tools of their trade, rang- 
ing from computers to an electron 
microscope and a fully equipped 
radioactive tracer laboratory. 


True paper consisting of matted 
fibers made its first appearance 
in China nearly 2,000 years ago. 
For centuries the chief paper- 
making material was rags.

School Aid. 
Boosted by 
Rayburn

WASHINGTON — Prospects for 
congressional approval of the ad- 
ministration’s school-aid bill have 
risen sharply with the emergence 
of Speaker Sam Rayburn as 
strong advocate and undisputed 
director of strategy for winning 
favorable House action. 


Until last week, the influential 
Texas Democrat had played a rel- 
atively inactive part in the 
maneuvering and in-fighting that 
were slowing progress of the bill. 


' He has now moved into the battle 


with vigor and decisiveness. 


One consequence is the collapse 
of efforts to sidetrack the meas- 
ure until the House has voted on 
legislation providing some _ fed- 
eral assistance to parochial, and 
other private schools. i 
DRIVE IN PROSPECT 

Another is a prospective drive 
under Rayburn’s direction for 
passage of the bill by the end of 
this month. The speaker is ex- 
pected to press for the measure’s 
clearance by the House Rules 
Committee in time for it to reach 
the floor week after next. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Frank Thompson Jr., D-N.J., has 
been awaiting Rules Committee 
consideration since its approval 
May 24 by the House Education 
and Labor Committee. 


It calls for federal grants of 
$2,484,000,000 over three years to 
help finance construction of build- 
ings, payment of teacher salaries 
or both by public elementary and 
secondary schools. 


SOME HESITATION 

A companion $2,550,000,000 bill 
broadened to include grants for 
all types of public-school operat- 
ing costs, was passed by the 
Senate May 26. 


Rayburn stepped into the fight 
with some apparent hesitation, 
pregumably because of his long- 
standing opposition to the use of 
federal funds to pay teachers. He 
has regarded this as a possible 
wedge for federal interference 
with school curricula. 


Despite some continuing reser- 
vations on the teacher-salary is- 
sue, he is said to have been 
persuaded that the Thompson bill 
offers the offsetting advantage 
of a “‘states-rights’’ option. That 
is, each state would have the 
right to apportion the federal 
money to meet its: own par- 
ticular needs — new buildings, 
higher teacher salaries or any 
combination of the two.

In addition to General Electric, 
the department recently called 
in.

Co. All were asked to sign the 
decree. 


For conspiring to fix prices, 
rig bids, and allocate markets, 
the companies and 45 individuals 
were fined nearly $2 million. 


As presently drafted, however, 
the consent decree would com- 
mit the companies to much more 
than putting an end to the con-| 
spiracy of which they were 
earlier convicted. 


The companies would agree to 
refrain from “at unrea- 
sonably low prices” without know- 
ing at what point the government 
or the court would consider their 
prices “‘unreasonably low.”

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Capra’s Formula: 
Story and People

HOLLYWOOD — Frank Capra ought to know 
what the public wants in entertainment if anybody 
does. He has three Oscars on his shelf. Since 1923 he 
has directed 36 feature films and seven war service 


films. 
But he says he doesn’t know 


what the public will go for. 


“IT never try to out-guess or 
out-think the public,” Capra 
told a group of Atlantans visit- 
ing the Paramount studios. “I 
make what I like, and I just 
trust that a few people will like 
what I like.” 

Capra was shooting a shipside 
scene when the Georgia party 
—guests on one of Delta’s spe- 
cial transcontinental flights—ar- 
rived at the studios. There were 
a hundred extras on the lot but 
the quiet was shocking. No yell- 
ing, no hair pulling. 

Which one is Capra? 

“Look for the most inconspic- 
uous man on the lot,” said the 
public relations man. 

Capra is short, mild-mannered 
and gentle-voiced. He has a 
ready and engaging sense of 
humor. He speaks in an unas- 
suming but convincing manner. 
You have no doubt that this 
man is a master of his art. You 
like him immediately and con- 
versation flows easily both ways. 
The Atlantans’ chat stretched to 
30 minutes. 

After a month or so of in- 
tensive planning, Capra’ works 
from 7:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. five 
days a week shooting the film. 

“The forty-hour week is a 
Godsend,” he said. You have 
an hour or so before and after 
your shooting day to plan. You 
have Saturdays and Sundays to 
get odds and ends together. 
After 50 days of shooting comes 
a couple of months of film 
surgery. 

Then, said Capra, he might 
take a few days off.

Has the advance in technol- 
ogy helped? 

“Yes, we're pretty good on 
technology,’”’ Capra said. ‘But 
you can’t sell technology. 
You've still got to depend on 
story and people.” 

Capra is pleased with story 
and people in the movie he is 
currently making at Paramount 
for United Artists. It’s called 
‘Pocketful of Miracles’’ and it 
is based on Damon Runyon’s 
short story “Madame La 
Gimp.” 

It is a remake. 

“All stories are remakes,” 
Capra says. 

This one is a remake of a film 
Capra himself made in 1933. 
It was called “‘Lady for a Day.” 

An Atlantan remembered the 
old. movie. 

‘*You’re kidding,” said Capra, 
unable to hide his satisfaction 
at somebody’s recreating the 
thing for him after almost 30 
years. 

“I. don’t remember it,” said 
Capra coyly. 

Of course he does. He made 
it in 20 days. It was a “‘quickie”’ 
and Capra doesn’t like quickies. 
Now he has 50 shooting days, a 
$3 million budget, Panavision 
and Technicolor. 

“It’s a fascinating story,” 
said Capra. ‘‘a fairy story.”’
